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Introduction 


This volume contains a description and analysis of the semi-official medals and decorations issued within the 
Austrian and later Austro-Hungarian Empire other than those made for the collector trade or for commercial 
purposes. This will include medals issued by entities other than the central Austrian or Austro-Hungarian gov- 
ernment so long as they are directly related to the military mission of the government. This volume on semi- 
official medals will describe medals issued by entities other than the emperor to military or civil officials, by 
municipalities such as cities and cantons, by military units, by societies such as the Red Cross and organizations 
like the War Help Bureau and by veteran societies. The exception will be the official Red Cross decorations 
which were issued by the central government and will be addressed in the volume on decorations. Thus the 
reader can expect to find in this part of the volume on semi-official awards a description of the semi-official 
awards issued by or for military units.

Reason Issued: Given as a commemorative medal to those who served in the 53rd Infantry Regiment from 
1741-1746 while Colonel Franz Freiherr von der Trenck was commander.

Interesting Facts: Von der Trenck is considered the father of military music 


e The Pandur regiment was a paramilitary unit that specialized in guerrilla tactics and was composed primarily 
of Croats and Serbs troops. In 1756 the military unit became a Hungarian regiment, which existed until 1918 
as the Imperial and Royal Infantry Regiment No. 53. 


e Van der Trenck was considered to be a very corrupt officer. In 1746 
he was tried for atrocities, disobedience and insubordination. Initial- 
ly sentenced to death, Maria Theresa pardoned him to life imprison- 
ment at Spilberk Castle in Brno where he died in 1749.

Obverse: Inside the raised rim decorated with a fine beaded line, in the center of the medal is a circle created 
by a fine raised line. Inside the circle is the imperial coat of arms. Between the edge of the medal and the cen- 
ter circle is an inscription that starts and ends near the six o’clock position which reads MIT GOTT FUR 
KAISER UND VATERLAND. Translation: With God for the emperor and the fatherland. Separating the be- 
ginning and ending of the inscription at the six o'clock position is a star. 

Reverse: Inside a raised rim is a eight line inscription with the first line curved to conform to the curve of the 
medal. The inscription reads: FAHNEWEIHE / DES / K:K: PRIV / SCHUTZEN CORPS / ZU / MARI- 
ASCHEIN / AM 15. SEPT. / 1872. Translation: Flag consecration of the Imperial and Royal Private Defense 
Corps in Mariasch on 15 September 1872.

Within this line is the image of 
Feldzeugmeister Josef Baron Phillippovoc von Philippsberg facing to the viewers right. Around the image of 
General Phillippovoc between the beaded circle and the edge of the medal is an inscription in two lines. The 
inscription which starts and ends at the six o’clock position reads as follows from outer inscription to inner: 
JOSEF FREIHERR PHILIPPOVIC VON PHILIPPSBERG K.K. FELDZEUGMEISTER / COMMAN- 
DANT 8. CORPS & COMMANDIERENDER GENERAL IN PRAG. Translation: Josef Baron Philippovic 
von Philippsberg Imperial and Royal Feldzeugmeister, commander of the 8 Corps and Commanding General I 
Prague. 

Reverse: inside a raised rim with a beaded design is a six line inscription with the first line curved to conform 
to the curve of the medal. The inscription reads: ZUR ERINNERUNG / AN DAS / UBUNGSLAGER / 
MNICHOVIC-/ ONDREJOV / 1887. Translation: In commemoration of the training camp at Mnichovic- 
Ondrejov 1887.

medal and following its contour starting at the eight o’clock position and ending at the four o’clock position is 
inscribed: WILHELM I. DEUTSCHER KAISER. Translation: Wilhelm II German Emperor. In front of the 
bust is inscribed: JOSEF I. Below the bust is a star 

Reverse: Inside a raised rim and a fine beaded design is a scene of soldiers in the field. Around the upper 

edge of the medal is inscribed starting at the 10 o’clock position and ending at the two o’clock position is the 

following: KAISERMANOVER 1890. Translation: Imperial maneuver 1890. Franz Joseph

Reverse: Inside a raised rim is a wreath composed of an oak bough on the viewers left and a laurel bough on 

the viewers right. Inside the wreath is a six line inscription with the second, fifth and sixth lines curved. The 

inscription reads: ZUR / ERINNERUNG / AN DAS / KAISER MANOVER / DETENIC / 1892. Transla- 

tion: Commemorating of the Imperial Maneuvers Detenic 1892.

Design: A quadrilateral medal with a raised and beaded rim and a hole at the top for attaching a ribbon 

Obverse: Inside the raised and beaded rim at all four corners of the medal are decorative elements. Inside In 

the center of the medal is the image of Franz Joseph facing to the right with a laurel victors wreath in his hair. 

Around the image is a laurel wreath within a pair of fine raised lines. On the inner edge of the inner raised line 

is a beaded pattern. Around the image of the emperor and within the beaded line is an inscription which starts 

at the seven o’clock position and ends at the five o’clock position. The inscription reads: FRANZ JOSEPH I. 

KAISER VON OSTERREICH. Translation: Franz Joseph I Emperor of Austria. 

Reverse: Inside the raised and beaded rim in the lower half of the medal is a stand of arms including flags, 

cannon and cannon balls.
